During  the  year  5 ice  cream  samples  were  taken,  of  which  3 
were  Grade  1 and  the  remaining  2 were  Grade  2o 

Cooked  Meats 

27  samples  of  cooked  meats  were  taken  from  retail  outlets 
within  the  Urban  District  to  supplement  the  Inspectors  food 
hygiene  visits  and  in  many  cases  to  give  a practical  example 
by  highlighting  bad  storage  and  handling  techniques » 

In  most  cases  the  results  were  reasonably  satisfactory  but 
in  others  they  ranged  from  poor  to  totally  unsatisfactory 
in  terms  of  bacterial  count » One  or  two  isolated  cases 
of  scant  food  poisoning  organisms  were  isolatedo  No  one 
product  seems  to  be  more  at  risk  than  another  as  the 
samples  covered  the  full  range  of  cooked  meat  products 
sold  and  the  poor  results  were  spread  over  this  range.  It 
would  appear  that  though  we  have  control  for  the  manufacture 
of  cooked  meats  and  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream, 
there  is  a fundajnental  control  lacking  in  that  we  are 
unable  to  prevent  shops  selling  cooked  meats,  as  registra- 
tion or  licensing  is  not  necessary,  and  from  the  results  we 
have  obtained  it  would  appear  that  in  many  cases  the  proper 
equipment,  i.e.,  refrigeration,  etc.,  and  the  necessary 
training  for  staff  to  serve  this  particular  commodity,  is 
lacking.  We  hope  that  the  issue  of  our  "Codes  of  Practice" 
will  assist  in  improving  techniques.

INDUSTRIAL: 

Some  52  complaints  concerning  smoke  emissions  were  received 
during  the  year,  the  majority  of  which  concerned  fires  on 
Cheshunt  Marsh  Tipo 

Some  time  in  January  of  this  year  the  tipping  rights  on  the 
Cheshunt  Marsh  Tip  were  transferred  by  the  Consent  holder, 
Amey  Roadstone  Corporation,  to  another  company,  C.  Gabriel 
Limitedo  This  company  did  not  comply  with  many  of  the 
conditions  of  the  Consent  and  especially  in  respect  of 
fires  on  the  tipso  Many  complaints  were  received  from 
residents  in  Eastfield  Road  that  large  bonfires  were  being 
lit  which  were  either  emitting  dark  or  black  smoke,  or 
smoke  was  blowing  across  the  houses  in  large  volumes, 
causing  a smoke  nuisance. 

Constant  v/arnings  to  the  company  did  not  produce  the  desired 
results  and  even  pressure  brought  to  bear  on  Gabriels  by 
AoRoC.  was  only  productive  for  a short  period.  The  result 
was  that  on  five  occasions  emissions  of  dark  smoke  resulted 
in  legal  proceedings  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968,  Section 
1,  against  C.  Gabriel  Limited,  resulting  in  fines  of  £90  + 
£40  costs. 

Proceedings  were  also  taken  against  A.R.C.  for  allowing 
fires  on  the  tip  in  contravention  of  the  Hertfordshire 
County  Council  Consent.  Fines  totalling  £160  + £25  costs 
were  av;arded. 

One  notification  of  the  installation  of  a furnace  as 
required  by  Section  3 of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  was 
received  during  the  year. 

DOMESTIC: 

The  continuous  programme  of  smoke  control  areas  established 
within  the  District  was  maintained  with  the  coming  into 
operation  of  the  Cheshunt  No,  8 Smoke  Control  Order.  This 
Order  extended  the  area  to  include  that  part  of  the  district 
which  is  bounded  on  the  North, East  and  West  by  the  railway 
lines  and  on  the  South  by  the  North  side  of  Trinity  Lane. 

The  area  now  subjected  to  Smoke  Control  extends  to  1951  acres 
and  8579  properties,  or  approximately  58^  of  the  total 
domestic  properties.

MEASUREMENT  OF  POLLUTION: 


Three  sites  continued  to  be  used  for  the  measurement  of 
pollution  from  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide.  The  instruments 
used  are  maintained  at  Bishops  College,  Manor  House  Depot  and 
Goffs  Oak  Playing  Fields.  The  daily  observations  from  these 
sites  are  submitted  to  Warren  Springs  Laboratory,  who  publish 
statistical  summaries  of  the  observations  made  by  other  Local 
Authorities. 

NOISE: 

Noise  is  now  quite  rightly  regarded  as  a form  of  air  pollution 
and  great  play  has  been  made  about  its  physical  and  mental 
effects  on  people  subjected  to  it,  whether  it  be  at  work  because 
of  noisy  processes  or  in  their  home  environment  d, e to  them 
being  adjacent  to  noisy  factories,  motorways  or  airports. 

The  introduction  of  the  Noise  Insulation  Regulations,  1973» 
which  provide  for  the  insulation  of  buildings  against  noise 
caused  or  expected  to  be  caused  by  traffic  using  new  highways 
and  certain  altered  highways  was  a step  forward  in  the  realisa- 
tion of  the  discomfort  caused  by  excessive  noise  and  is  a 
serious  attempt  to  minimise  its  effect  within  the  house. 
Nevertheless,  the  insulation  cannot  reduce  noise  levels  outside 
the  house  and  to  many  people,  living  adjacent  to  motorways  or 
other  heavily  trafficked  roads  the  noise  levels  in  the  garden 
can  be  intolerable  making  them  unable  to  effectively  enjoy  this 
amenity. 

During  the  period  27  complaints  concerning  noise  were  made, 
all  of  which  were  investigated  but  none  resulted  in  statutory 
action,  although  negotiations  are  still  proceeding  on  those 
which  have  not  been  concluded.

Section  60(1)  of  the  above  Act  requires  all  local  authorities 
to  submit  to  the  Department  of  Employment  an  Annual  Report  of 
their  work  under  the  Act  for  the  twelve  month  period  ending 
on  the  J‘^st  December  each  year.,  The  following  is  the  Annual 
Report  for  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Cheshunt  for  the 
period  ending  3'lst  December,  1973» 

1.  Registration  and  Inspection 

During  the  year  29  premises  were  registered  and  26  premises 
were  deleted  so  that  the  total  number  of  registered  premises 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  3^7 c Despite  there  only  being  a 
nett  increase  of  3 registered  premises  over  the  previous  year 
the  number  of  persons  employed  within  these  premises  totalled 
5,586,  an  increase  of  1,126  over  the  previous  periodo  Of 
this  figure,  female  employees  increased  from  2,572  to  3 1^26 
and  the  male  employees  from  1,888  to  2,160,  It  can,  therefore, 
be  seen  that  there  was  a vast  increase  in  the  number  of 
female  employees.  This  was  mainly  due  to  the  completion  of 
two  large  office  blocks  for  nationwide  concerns,  accommodating 
over  1,200  - mainly  female  staff. 

The  newly  registered  premises  were  mainly  shops  in  the  new 
Shopping  Precinct,  which  is  nearing  completion,  in  the 
comprehensive  redevelopment  area.  High  Street,  V/altham  Cross, 
The  vacation  of  many  premises  required  for  the  next  phase  of 
this  development  also  accounted  for  many  of  the  deletions  for 
the  year, 

2.  Operation  of  the  General  Provisions  of  the  Act 

As  has  always  been  the  practice  of  this  authority  all  newly 
registered  premises  v;ere  given  a general  inspection  during 
the  year  along  with  many  of  the  other  registered  premises. 
During  the  course  of  inspections  any  contraventions,  which 
were  noted,  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  occupier 
by  letter,  and  generally  were  rectified  shortly  after 
notification.  The  greatest  number  of  contraventions  were 
in  respect  of  the  absence  of  thermometers  and  abstracts, 
cleanliness,  and  the  failure  to  maintain  floor  coverings, 

3.  Accidents 


31  accidents  were  notified  during  the  year  - none  of  which 
were  fatal,  9 accidents  occurred  in  each  of  the  following 
workplaces  - offices,  retail  shops,  wholesale  shops  or  v/are- 
houses,  and  ^ occurred  in  catering  establishments  open  to 
the  public  or  canteens.  All  the  accidents  notified  were 
investigated  and  it  was  found  that  most  accidents  occurred 
due  to  the  negligence  or  carelessness  of  the  employees,  but 
where  it  was  found  necessary,  advice  was  given  to  the 
employer  which  it  was  thought  would  prevent  a recurrence  of 
the  accident.  As  noted  in  previous  years,  nearly  half  the 
accidents  were  the  result  of  falls,  in  many  cases  due  to 
people  tripping  for  no  obvious  reason. 
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It  has  again  been  noted  that  the  notification  of  accidents 
is  a matter  which  is  not  treated  as  seriously  as  it  should 
and  again  many  notifications  were  sent  to  this  authority 
v/hich  wore  either  not  notifiable  or  were  sent  to  this 
authority  by  head  offices  in  this  area  for  accidents  which 
occurred  in  other  authorities.  This  state  of  affairs  has 
been  brought  to  the  attention  of  these  Companies  on  numerous 
occasions  but,  nevertheless,  their  practice  of  wrong 
notifications  or  sending  notifications  to  the  wrong 
authority  still  persists.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
Metropolitan  Water  Boardo  The  Director  of  Water  Examination 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  relating  to  the 
supply  for  this  area 

1 o (a)  The  supply  was  satisfactory  both  as  to  (1)  quality, 
and  (11)  quantity,  throughout  1973o 

(b)  All  new  and  repaired  mains  are  disinfected  with 
chlorine;  after  a predetermined  period  of  contact  the 
pipes  are  flushed  out  and  refilled;  samples  of  water 
are  then  collected  from  these  treated  mains  and  the 
mains  are  returned  to  service  only  after  the 
analytical  results  are  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  quality  control  from  these  laboratories  is  carried 
out  by  means  of  daily  sampling  from  sources  of  supply, 
from  the  treatment  works  or  well  stations,  from  the 
distribution  system,  and  through  to  the  consumer.  Any 
sign  of  contamination  or  any  other  abnormality  is 
immediately  investigated. 

(c)  (l)  The  Board  has  no  record  of  the  number  of  structur- 
ally separate  dwellings  supplied  in  the  area,  but  the 
population  supplied  direct  according  to  the  Registrar- 
General's  estimates  at  30th  June,  I973i  was  45,536. 

(11)  No  houses  were  permanently  supplied  by  stand-pipe, 

(d)  No  artificial  fluoride  is  being  added,  and  where  the 
fluoride  content  is  indicated  in  the  analyses  it 
represents  the  naturally  occurring  fluoride  in  the 
water, 

2o  (a)  The  supply  was  derived  from  the  following  works  and 
pumping  stations  :- 

River  Thames  - derived  water  from  the  Thames  Valley 
group  of  stations  together  with  well  water  from  Hoe 
Lane  and  occasionally  from  Waltham  Abbey  pumping 
stations.  The  high  ground  at  Goffs  Oak  is  also 
supplied  from  Darnicle  Hill  v/ell. 

No  new  sources  of  supply  were  instituted  and  there  were 
no  changes  to  the  general  scheme  of  supply  in  the  area. 

The  number  of  samples  collected  and  the  bacteriological 
and  chemical  analyses  of  the  supply  from  the  above 
sources  after  treatment  are  shown  on  the  attached 
sheets . 

(b)  On  account  of  their  hardness  content  and  alkaline  re- 
action the  Board's  river  and  well  water  supplies  are 
shown  to  be  not  plumbo-solvent . It  should,  however,  be 
appreciated  that  all  types  of  water  pick  up  varying 
amounts  of  metal  from  the  material  of  water  piping 
particularly  when  it  is  newly  installed;  this  applies 
to  copper,  zinc,  iron,  and  also  to  lead.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL:

The  sewers  discharge  into  the  Greater  London  Council's  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  at  Edmonton;  Cheshunt  is  adequately  provided 
with  sewerage  apart  from  some  country  areas  where  properties 
are  drained  to  septic  tanks  or  cesspools. 
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CESSPOOL  DRhINAGE: 


The  emptying  of  domestic  cesspools  by  the  local  authority  is 
free  of  charge  up  to  a limit  of  22,000  gallons  per  annum* 
Charges  for  amounts  in  excess  of  that  quantity  and  the  empty- 
ing of  the  non-domestic  cesspools  are  based  on  the  actual 
cost  of  the  vv/orkc 

DEPOSIT  OF  POISONOUS  WASTE  ACT,  1972: 

In  August  nine  250kgo  metal  drums  were  found  on  Cheshunt 
Marsh  Tip.  Samples  wore  taken  by  Officers  of  the  Lee 
Conservancy  Catchment  Board,  the  contents  of  at  least  four 
of  which  fell  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  Until  it  was 
decided  on  the  best  course  of  action  the  drums  were  removed 
to  the  Council's  Depot.  Further  samples  were  submitted  to 
the  Public  Analyst  who  confirmed  that  they  were  substances 
of  a poisonous  nature. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  C,  Gabriel  Ltd,, 
tip  operators,  Amey  Roadstone  Corporation,  the  company 
holding  the  tipping  Consent,  and  General  Motors  Limited  from 
whom  one  of  the  drums  had  originated. 

The  cases  r 'suit ad  in  fines  of  £560  + £140  costs. 

This  case  was  the  exception  and  generally  the  provisions 
concerning  notification  of  removal  of  poisonous  wastes 
worked  satisfactorily. 

This  fimction  has  now  been  transferred  to  Hertfordshire 
County  Council, 

REFUSE  DUMPS: 

Dumping  of  refuse  is  controlled  by  Consents  granted  by  the 
Hertfordshire  County  Council  and  the  District  Council  under 
the  Hertfordshire  County  Council  Acts,  1935/70o  No  new 
Consents  were  granted  during  the  period  but  the  burning  of 
material  on  the  existing  site  created  problems.  Extraction 
of  gravel  had  been  carried  out  in  the  area  and  infilling  was 
taking  place  with  non-putrescible  refuse,  consisting  mainly 
of  builders  rubble  and  commercial  waste. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  local  residents 
regarding  bonfires  on  the  Cheshunt  Marsh  Tip,  As  further 
expanses  were  filled,  unfortunately  the  problem  of  smell 
nuisance  from  tipping  into  water  which  had  been  experienced 
the  previous  year  recurred  but  fortunately  to  a lesser  extent. 
The  problem  arose  during  warm  weather  when  a hydrogen  sulphide 
smell  was  emitted  from  the  water,  and  with  an  easterly  wind 
caused  some  nuisance  in  the  surrounding  neighbourhood.  This 
smell  was  produced  due  to  the  following  main  factors  :- 

(a)  the  presence  of  sulphate  reducing  bacteria, 

(b)  anaerobic  conditions, 

(c)  a high  water  temperature, 

(d)  tipping  refuse  into  a large  expanse  of  water. 
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The  tip  operator  was  advised  to  tip  into  a small  area  and 
to  infill  as  quickly  as  possible.  Conditions  slowly  began 
to  improve  and  then  finally  v/ith  a drop  in  temperature  of 
the  water  as  the  weather  became  colder  the  smells  were 
eliminated. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL: 

The  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  is  under  the 
control  of  the  Council's  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  Council  undertake  a weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  in 
all  parts  of  the  Urban  District,  and  the  refuse  is  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  in  gravel  pits.  The  collection  of 
trade  refuse  is  also  undertaken. 

A disposal  centre  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Civic 
Amenities  Act,  1967,  is  provided  in  Turners  Hill,  Rubbish 
may  be  taken  to  the  disposal  centre  in  the  Manor  House 
Depot,  Turners  Hill,  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  evenings  from 
6.00  p.m,  to  8.00  p.m.,  and  on  Sundays  from  9»00  a.m.  to 
noon. 

Unwanted  motor  vehicles  may  still  be  taken  to  Cheshunt 
Council  Depot  (rear  of  Public  Library,  Turners  Hill)  between 
7.30  a.m.  and  4,30  p.m.,  Mondays  to  Fridays, 

A 'Lindemann-Newell'  fragment iser  is  operated  by  Messrs. 

Co  Jones  & Co.,  Waltham  Cross,  and  is  stated  to  be  able 
to  deal  with  about  150,000  vehicles  a year,  or  about  75,000 
tons  of  light  scrap  metal.  Details  of  the  arrangements 
under  which  unwanted  motor  vehicles  will  be  accepted  should 
be  obtained  direct  from  the  Company. 
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
